TAX VOTED BY SENATE 


Chamber Repect La Follette 
Proposal for 50 Pct. Normal 
and Surtax Rate. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP).— 
The Senate voted today for a 40 
per cent combined normal and sur- 
tax rate for corporations with $50,- 
000 or more net income. It re- 
jected a proposal by Senator La- 
Follette (Prog.), Wisconsin, to tax 
at a 50 per cent combined rate all 
corporations with $25,000 or more 
income, 

The Senate followed the. advice 
of its Finance Committee and dis- 
regarding the recommendations of 
the Treasury, which recommended 
a rate of 55 per cent on corpora- 
tion incomes over $50,000. By com- 
parison, the House approved a rate 
of 45 per cent, : 

The rates cited consisted of a 
normal tax of 24 per cent. (un- 
changed from the present law) 
plus surtaxes, but not including a 
90 per cent tax on excess profits. 
The Senate approved a surtax of 
10 per cent on the first $25,000 of 
corporation income, 22 per cent on 
the second $25,000, and 16 per cent 
on all income above $50,000. ; 

La Follette’s proposal was 10 pe 
cent on the first $25,000, and 26 
per cent on all over that amount.

LaFollette was turned down, 75 
to 9, after Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, told his colleagues that too 
stiff taxation would destroy in- 
itiative and “might wreck the suc- 
cess of the war.”

The St. Louis Cardinals came 
home with the world’s baseball 
championship yesterday afternoon 
and were met at Union Station by

It was hard to tell which was 
more excited, the crowd or the 
Cardinals. The crowd gave full 
vent to its enthusiasm, while the 
players accepted the acclaim grace- 
fully and with fitting reserve. A 
tear-like brilliance in some of their 
eyes and their emotion-drawn 
voices when they spoke to the 
crowd betrayed, however, that the 
boys were tremendously impressed 
by it all. 

The crowd began gathering an 
hour before train time. By the 
time the players arrived it was 
packed along Twentieth street 
from just south of the speaking 
stand to Market street as close 
together as people can stand. Two 
women fainted in the press, but no 
serious injury was reported, 

Packed Along Market Street. 

Those who were unable to pack 
into Twentieth street spread along 
Market street the entire length of 
the station, jamming the sidewalks 
and spilling over into the street so 
that it was often difficult for 
busses to make their way through. 
Other traffic was rerouted. 

The thousands along Market 
street were out of sight and hear- 
ing of the ceremonies on a plat- 
form at the station’s Twentieth 
street entrance, but they antic- 
ipated apparently a parade, de- 
spite announcements to the con- 
trary. Many of them were disap- 
pointed when no parade came. 

After their introductions, the 
players slipped quietly behind 
police lines into the station, and 
made their way to taxicabs and 
home, They did not escape the 
crowd entirely.

Informed Capital Sources Say 
He Has Decided to Act 
to Meet Deficiency.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 7.—It 
was said in informed administra- 
tion circles: in Jefferson City to- 
day that Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
had decided to call the Legisla- 
ture into special session within the 
next few weeks to pass appropria- 
tion bills for the relief of State 
eleemosynary institutions and sev- 
eral State departments which have 

exhausted their appropriations. 

The Governor, on returning to 
Jefferson City this afternoon from 
St. Louis, said he would have no 
announcement today regarding a 
special session. When asked when 
he would have one he said he 
“could not say.” 

The question of calling the ses- 
sion has been under consideration 
for several weeks. At one time the 
Governor considered joining in a 
test suit in the Supreme Court to 
determine whether the Legislature 
could legally pass appropriation 
bills for expenses incurred in ex- 
cess of the biennial appropria- 
tions, but recently he announced 
he had abandoned the idea. 

Although he gave no reason, it 
was understood the Governor 
feared that if the Court held de- 
ficiency appropriations illegal, a 
situation would exist under which 
the State would be called on to 
sue numerous business concerns 
for the return of money paid to 
them under appropriations of that 
character in previous years. 

There was much speculation as 
to whether the Governor would 
limit the call to the passage of ap- 
propriation bills, or whether he 
would include other subjects of 
legislation. Under the Constitution 
the Legislature cannot consider in 
special session any subject not spe- 
cifically submitted to it by the 
Governor. 

The Governor recently has been 
making preparations for calling a 
special election in the Thirteenth 
Senatorial District, where there is 
a vacancy, due to the resignation 
of Senator Richard Chamier, who 
now is a Captain in the Army.

72,000-Ton Quota, 


The urgent need of scrap metal 
for war use is shown by the quota 
of 72,000 tons (144 million pounds) 
set by the War Production Board 
for the city and county, This in- 
cludes the scrap to be procured 
from all sources, industrial, auto- 
mobile graveyards and _ special 
projects, as well as homes and 
farms. 

That part of the quota expected 
from homes, farms and other gen- 
eral sources is 9360 tons. The 
schools already have provided more 
than one-third-of this, and have 
set a pace for the other classifica- 
tions which are expected to be re- 
ported. through the War Produc- 
tion Board. 

So great was the volume of scrap 
brought in by the children yester- 
day. and Monday that at many 
schools it was impossible to weigh 
it as fast as it came in. Many 
principals turned in estimates of 
the tonnage. 

Adults Asked to Help. 


School authorities today repeated 
their appeal to householders and 
business men to help the children 
get the heavier scrap to the school 
yards. Persons in doubt as to 
what to do withetheir scrap metal 
should give it to a school child or 
take it ta a school yard. Those 
who have no way of transporting it 
should report the approximate 
amount on hand to the principal of 
the nearest school. 

Trucks to haul scrap from 
schools to sorting yards are being 
provided by volunteers and by 
scrap metal dealers. Jack R. For- 
cheimer (CEntral 7860), member 
of the Scrap Metal Committee in 
charge of collections, is enrolling 
trucks for this work and for col- 
lection from homes of articles 
weighing more than 100 pounds,

Two Torpedo Hits. 


A force of Navy and Marine tor- 
pedo planes renewed the attack at 
daybreak, found the cruiser still 
smoking from the earlier bombing 
and drove in two torpedoes. Mean- 
while, American pursuit planes 
bombed and strafed enemy troops 
and supply dumps on Guadalcanal. 

Nine Zero fighter planes of a 
force of 30 accompanying the 
enemy bombers on the attempted 
raid against Guadalcanal installa- 
tions were destroyed by seven Navy 
Grumman Wildcat planes. Anti- 
aircraft batteries accounted for 
two more. One American plane 
was lost but the pilot was saved 
as the defenders turned the enemy 
bombers back without an explosive 
being dropped. 

Risking of larger ships instead 
of the usual barges and smaller 
craft to land Japanese reinforce- 
ments indicated to naval men here 
that the enemy may have material- 
ly strengthened his island units for 
an effort to retake the air base, 
which not only dominates the Aus- 
tralian-American lifeline but also 
serves as a base for Allied opera- 
tions against enemy positions for 
miles around.

protocol covering the delivery 
of supplies to Russia and giving

It is the intention of thé United 
States, he said in a formal state- 
ment, that “the successful close of 
the war shall include provision for 
the surrender to the United Na- 
tions of war criminals.” 

Presidential secretary Stephen 
Early, who distributed Roosevelt’s 
statement, failed to answer a ques- 
tion as to whether Hitler and Mus- 
solini were two of the ringleaders 
whose surrender would be re- 
quired. ‘ 

Proposed by Britain. 

In London, Viscount Simon, the 
Lord Chancellor, disclosed in the 
House of Lords today that the 
British Government had proposed 
creation of a United Nations com- 
mission for fhe investigation of 
war crimes. The announcement 
followed a demand by Viscount 
Maugham, former Lord Chancellor, 
for the death of “that gloomy mon- 
omanic Hitler and the entourage 
he has gathered around him, the 
great majority of German fighting 
forces, and the Gestapo,” in pay- 
ment for acts of cold-blooded 
cruelty. 

Lord Simon said the proposal 
had been communicated to several 
other nations, including Russia, 
China, the British dominions, India 
and the Fighting French, with a 
view to obtaining their concur- 
rence. It was pointed out that 
Roosevelt already had announced 
in Washington that the United 
States was ready to co-operate. 

Text of Statement. 

The text of Roosevelt's state- 
ment follows: 

“On Aug. 21 I said that this 
Government was constantly receiv- 
ing information concerning the 
barbaric crimes being committed 
by the enemy against civilian 
populations in occupied countries, 
particularly on the continent of 
Europe.

WAR TO COST U. S. 78 BILLIONS 
THIS YEAR, SAYS BUDGET CHIEF 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP).— 
Calculating that war costs will ex- 
ceed six billion dollars a month by 
New Year’s, Budget Director Har- 
old D. Smith today revised budget 
estimates of war spending upwards 
to a total of 78 billions in the cur- 
rent fiscal year which will end 
June 30, 1943. 

This estimate is about 25 billions 
more than President Roosevelt’s 
figures in January and eight bil- 
lions more than a later guess by 
Smith in April. 

“Expanding war production, ‘in- 
creases in the armed forces and 
in their pay rate, and dependency 
allotments are the chief causes for 
| the upward revision in the esti- 
mates,” he said. 

Due to delay in enacting new 
taxes, Smith said, “It appears like- 
ly that receipts will fall substan- 
tially short of the President’s 
budget request of January, 1942.”

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INVESTIGATION 


Chairman Says No Affi- 
davits Have Been Filed 
Revealing Improper 
Registrations. 


The Board of Election Commis- 
sioners has decided to start its 
own inquiry into improper reg- 
istrations through the use of “vot- 
ing addresses,” after it was found 
that no one had accepted the 
board’s invitation to reveal, by af- 


fidavit, the names of persons who 
are registered from a place where 
they do not live. 

The investigation will be made 
on the basis of anonymous letters 
received by the board and from 
persons who would not permit use 
of their names. 

“It would be far better if the 
people themselves would initiate 
this action,” said Chairman Jesse 
W. Barrett after the board’s meet- 
ing yesterday. “If we have to start 
the procedure, those who are 
called for improper registration 
can overcome our objections sim- 
ply by making an affidavit that 
their registrations are proper. | 
“If someone brings in an affl- 
davit, however, then the board can 
sit as a judge and give its de 
cision on the basis of arguments 
presented by both sides.” 

Barrett said he hoped persons 
called as a result of the board's 
inquiry would “see the law in its 
proper aspect” and permit their 
names to be stricken if it is ap- 
parent they are registered im- 
properly. 

Voters were urged by Barrett to 
scan carefully the registration lists 
when they are posted at the pre- 
cinct polling places Friday to see 
if there are any unlawful regis- 
trations, 

He said the Election Board would 
list next Tuesday the names of 
persons to be called for hearings 
on their registration. 

The board announced that per- 
sons who had moved from their 
registration addresses before the 
July 24 canvass had been stricken 
from the election rolls and must re- 
register before Oct. 19 if they wish 
to vote in the November election.

Wallach wanted to know also if 
he would be asked to assist Hewitt, 
and if he would be allowed in the 
grand jury room. “I’m not sick 
or absent or incapacitated,” he 
said. Judge Barrett replied that 
these points would be determined 
by Hewitt. ‘I‘'want you to under 
stand there’s nothing personal in 
this,” Judge Barrett added. “We 
talked about it yesterday, you re- 
member, and I thought it was all 
settled.” 


Just what form his court action 
against Judge Barrett will take 
Wallach said he had not yet de- 
termined 

Wallach, on July 18, 1940, testi- 
fied in United States District Court 
that in 1938, while running for his 
present office, he visited Frank J. 
Boehm, convicted former executive 
vice-president of Union Electric, 
and was given $50.

In deploring the unjudicious 
lending of school funds and citing 
several examples in which money 
was lost, Judge Barrett asserted:

One of the largest scrap piles} 
was found at Humboldt School,| 
2516 South Ninth street, where 
trucks began hauling away a 37- 
ton assortment of old metal that 
included a 2600-pound safe, 

The pile was swelled through 
scrap donated by industrial units 
in this area. One of these con- 
tributors almost precipitated a|- 
fight when pupils of the Humboldt 
and nearby Lafayette School ar- 
gued over-a question of territory. 

Peace was affected when the 
Lafayette School principal quietly 
advised his pupils that all the work 
was for the same cause. “Let’s not 
scrap about this thing,” he said. 

Acting superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Philip J. Hickey of the St. 
Louis public schools told the In- 
struction Committee last night that 
results of the scrap campaign thus

One woman offered Benton 
School pupils an old washing ma- 
chine which the crew on a Salva- 
tion Army truck had been unable 
to remove from her basement. Four 
pupils removed part of the mill- 
work from the basement door, took 
down the areaway railing, and 
triumphantly hauled the washer to 
the schoolyard at 2847 North 
Kingshighway. 

_ Dismantling Old Auto. 

Unable to tow or push an old au- 
tomobile without wheels, two boys 
and two girls at Hamilton School, 
5819 Westminster place, have been 
dismantling it and bringing it to 
the school piece by piece. 

At the same school the eighth- 
grade teacher, Miss Loretto Theo- 
har, joined 14 of her pupils in 
carrying a 25-foot length of two- 
inch pipe to the schoolyard on 
their shoulders. 

Two boys who were unable to 
get a huge boiler through the base- 
ment door of an apartment build- 
ing had a bright idea. They re- 
turned to the Hamilton School 
yard and began searching through 
the accumulated junk for a blow 
torch. They acfually found one,

but the principal vetoed their plan 
as too dangerous. ~ 


The enthusiasm of the pupils 
prompted one teacher to remark, 


here somehow.” 


The school’s junk pile is topped 
by a dressmaker’s old form which 
the pupils have dubbed, “Miss 
Hamilton, Queen of the Scrap.” 


Wooden Leg. 


One boy brought his grandfath- 
er’s silver-mounted wooden leg. 


Every conceivable method of 
transporting junk to the schools 
was employed. Some younger pu- 
pils made trailers for their veloci- 
pedes by attaching wheels to small 
boxes. Others mounted roller 
skate wheels on large packing 
boxes to make pushcarts, 


Pupils borrowed wheelbarrows, 
banana carts, peddlers’ pushcarts 
and other wheeled vehicles. At 
Blessed Sacrament Catholic School, 
5017 Northland avenue, an old 
hearse which had been converted 
into a station wagon was used to 
haul eight safes to the school’s 10- 
ton salvage pile, which also in- 
cluded two whole automobiles. 


But the most common mode of 
transportation, almost a symbol of 
the scrap drive, was “the little red 
wagon.” Every morning, at every 
school, there are long lines of chil- 
dren hauling their precious collec- 
tions in their coaster wagons. 
Throughout the day, in streets, 
yards, and alleys, children pulling 
wagons are everywhere in evi- 
dence, 


Adults. who failed to show the 
proper enthusiasm met with scorn. 
When a West End housewife told 
two young girls she “didn’t have a 
thing” to contribute, they said, 
“What, not even a hairpin?” 


Met With Co-operation, 


Most adults were more co-opera- 
tive, however. When two young 
scrap hunters stopped at a filling 
station for a soft drink, the opera- 
tor would not let them pay for it 
when he found what they were do- 
ing. A graduate of Grant School, 
3009 Pennsylvania avenue, gave 
the principal $5 to buy ice cream 
cones for the pupils. 


In most schools, older pupils 
were excused throughout the day, 
but the lower grades were dis- 
missed for short intervals. The 
younger pupils, however, con- 
stantly badgered principals and 
teachers with all sorts of requests 
to be dismissed for special errands. 
Scrap was weighed in by older 
boys on school health scales, with 
janitors breaking up objects too 
heavy for the 200-pound limit of 
the scales. 


Girls Helping. 


Girls, as well as boys, relished 
the opportunity of wearing dirty 
clothes and grimy faces at school. 
And at almost every’ school, 
teachers said the girls were giving 
the boys plenty of competition. 

Among the seven tons of scrap 
collected at Immaculate Concep- 
tion parochial school, Pennsylvania. 
and Lafayette avenues, were an 
old carbide lamp for a miner’s cap, 
two massive brass chandeliers, and 
a 30-pound missal stand found in 
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the church. It apparently had 
been moved from the old church 
at Cardinal and Park avenues. 


Gives Three Old Autos. 


Anthony Merkel, who owns a 
garage and filling station at 5239 
North Broadway and has a son, 
Anthony Jr., in the Navy, gave 


three old automobiles and 1000 


pounds of parts to Lowell School, 


1409 Linton avenue.

Cards Hot, St. Louis Cold 


Team Clinched Pennant Sept. 27, Weather 
Bureau Marked Up Chilliest Day Ever Re- 
corded for Month on Sept. 28. 


The dates of Sept. 27 and 28 
will go down in history as record- 
breaking days. The Cardinals 
clinched the National League pen- 
nant on the first date and on 
Sept. 28 the St. Louis Weather 
Bureau marked up the coldest 
September day ever recorded. 

While the Cardinals were red- 
hot in their stretch drive, St. Louis 
cooled off with a temperature of 
36 degrees above zero on Sept. 
28, it was shown by the monthly 
meteorological summary issued yes- 
terday. 

The fast-stepping Cardinals put 


- the chill on the hopes of the Brook- 


lyn Dodgers just the day before 
Jack Frost chalked up another 
record for the Weather Bureau 
by laying down the earliest killing 
frost ever recorded in the statis- 
tics of the bureau which date back 
to 1871. The previous earliest kill- 
ing frost was recorded on Sept. 
30, 1899.

In an address prepared for 
broadcastiny, his first since his ap-

He urged that the people con- 
sider the restrictions arising from 
the need to conserve rubber “as a 
plan whereby we can keep cuto- 
mobiles operating, rather than to 
_ restrict their use, because this is 
a nation on wheels and it must be 
kept on wheels.”: 

“Every means of transportation 
in this country, expanded so skill- 
fully through the past years, espe- 
cially the bus and truck, must be 
continued to its fullest to accom- 
plish completely the necessities of 
our essential business life on rub- 
ber,” he said. 

“Our aim is not to take automo- 
biles, trucks, busses or farm equip- 
ment out of active service. Rather, 
our aim is to keep them in serv- 
ice until the day when we will 
have an adequate supply of rubber 
substitutes. 

“The only hope of bridging the 
gap between the present and the 
time when these substitutes will be 
available lies in faithful compli- 
ance with the program outlined.” 

Asserting he would take the Ba- 
ruch committee’s report as “my 
text book” for the production of 
synthetic rubber, Jeffers said: 

“I have been given all the power 
that I shall need, but you may be 
assured I will not abuse it. My 
duty, as I see it, is to you, the peo- 
ple of this country, and in serv- 
ing you we want to help you to 
help yourselves stay on rubber.” 

Jeffers called on .the public to 
follow “willingly, patriotically and 
vigorously” these three rules: 

“First, gasoline rationing, which, 
of itself, does not restrict the use 
of gasoline because of necessity to 
conserve gasoline.

British Radio Quotes 


Danger of Working for 
Nazis. 


LONDON, Oct. 7 (AP). — The 
British radio broadcast a warning 
today that French people should 
evacuate places where work is be- 
ing done for the Germans because 
of increasing American air attacks 


on France. The warning was de- 
scribed as coming from “the Amer- 
ican high command.” 

The announcer closed by cau- 
tioning against. any premature ris- 
ing by the people. “Such an out- 
break, not co-ordinated with Allied 
action, would be senseless sacri- 
fice,” he said. 

“The bombs which fall 
France are not aimed at the 
French people,” said the American 
message, “but only and exclusively 
against the Nazis.” 

(In Washington, Acting Secre- 
tary of State Sumner Welles said 
factories working for Germany 
were legitimate targets for Amer- 
ican bombers and that the warn- 
ing was in line with the Govern- 
ment’s wish to spare innocent 
Frenchmen.) 

The warning followed a night 
raid on Osnabrueck, German in- 
dustrial and railway city, by heavy 
bombers of the Royal Air Force. 
“Six of our aircraft are miss- 
ing,” the Air Ministry said. At 
the normal 5 per cent rate of loss, 
this would indicate about 120 
planes were used. 

Last night’s operations followed 
daylight solo attacks on points in 
western Germany by Britain’s new 
Mosquito bombers and a raid at 
dusk by a concentration of these 
swift craft which set fire to a fac- 
tory and a power station near 
Hengelo, The Netherlands. 

Wing Commander H. I. Edwards, 
who was awarded the Victoria 
Cross for slipping under high ten- 
sion wires to bomb Bremen by 
daylight from an altitude of 50 
feet, directed the Hengelo foray. 
The Mosquito planes, still on the 
secret list, flew low for 100 miles 
inland to reach their targets. The 
Air Ministry news service said 
they encountered neither fighters 
nor anti-aircraft fire.

CHUNGKING, Oct..7 (AP). 
HE text of the statement is- 
sued today by Wendell Wtilkte 
follows : : 

I have traveled through 13 coun- 
tres. I have seen kingdoms, 
soviets, republics, mandated areas, 
colonies and dependencies. I have 
seen an almost bewildering variety 
of ways of living and ways of rul- 
ing and being ruled. 

But I have found four things 
common to all the countries that I 
have Visited and to all the ordinary 
people in those countries with 
whom I have talked: 

First, they all want the United

THE DEFENSE OF STALINGRAD.. 

The history of man’s valor is generously and glort- 
ously sprinkled with the stories of great sieges. 
Whose blood has not raced as he read of Clive and 
his little handful in “impossible” Arcot, of the 
Huguenots in La Rochelle, of Ostend holding out 
for three whole years, of 100,000 Turks falling before 
Candia, of the women of Livron closing the breach 
when there was not a soldier to defend their town? 

And now the Russians in Stalingrad are writing 
another such golden page—the brightest one of them 
all, Once again we are being shown that the spirit 
of man can stand where the stoutest walls crumble. 
Once again we are being called on to witness that 
flesh and bone can withstand shard and shell. 

The battle for this bastion on the Volga is now 
in its forty-fourth day. For exactly half that time, 
the Germans have been in the city's streets, trying to 
batter and blaze their way from house to house. 
More than two weeks ago, the London “observers” 
gave up hope, but the Russians say they are fighting 
with higher hopes now than in the earlier stages of 
the battle. 

There have been reports that a blustering Hitler 
has replaced the implacable Von Bock as the com- 
mander of the assault. Certainly, the Nazis have 
thrown the refinements of military science to the 
winds. Von Bock begat with one of those mathe- 
matically conceived pincer attacks. Then he changed 
his tactics and used his tanks to support—not to 
lead—battalions of shock troops. When these blitz 
techniques failed, he ordered a direct frontal assault 
from the west. Still short of his objective, he tried 
the weapon of older masters of siegecraft—heavy ar- 
tillery. And, finally, the Germans tried sheer butch- 
ery—the endless pressure of weight and numbers. 

So the battle still rages. What it is like is almost 
impossible to imagine. Huge tanks are clattering 
over pavements, their cannon and their machine 
guns spouting fire. Stukas—hundreds and hundreds 
of them—scream in the air, the wind ripping frantic- 
ally at their wings as they dive to drop their 
bombs. Bursting anti-aircraft shells tear the sky 
as, beneath them, buildings crumble with the rumble 
of dull thunder, and clouds of dust and burned pow- 
der permeate everything. 

In this hell of hells, living men are fighting— 
fighting for a city that is their home; fighting for 
a river that is the great artery of their native land; 
fighting for their way of life, their freedom, their 
right to call themselves men. Under the leadership 
of the almost infinitely resourceful Timoshenko, they 
fight not only to keep a block, a house out of the in- 
vader’s grasp, they actually launch counter-attacks, 
take back part of what had been lost. 

They fight because they know that defeat would be 
a great calamity. But the Germans are even more 
desperate. They know that for them defeat would be 
disaster. To withdraw would be to expose the flanks 
of their army which is plodding none too successfully 
through the southern mountains toward the Trans- 
Caucasid#h oil fields. They know that, with a megalo- 
maniac commanding their Generals, they have 
started something that must be finished. 

Let it not be forgotten that the gallant Russians 
are fighting also for their allies of the United 
Nations, holding up the Nazis’ mighty war machine 
and taking the full brunt of its ceaseless attacks. 
The time they gain is precious for the preparation 
and delivery of an Allied attack on another front 
of the far-extended Hitler forces. So are inspired 
the fear which drives the Nazis on in their frenzied 
assaults, and the hope which maintains the Red 
soldiers’ courage in the face of terrific odds. 
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ANOTHER HIDDEN BLESSING. 

“The alleys are going to win this war for us,” 
said Albert L. Lindel, principal of the Patrick Henry 
School. He made this comment after scores of his 
pupils had told him that they had found their con- 
tributions to the school’s scrap heap “in the alley.” 
This brings out the fact that the big drive for 
junk has its collateral advantages. It offers more 
than a chance to demonstrate patriotism and to 
take a slap at a Jap. It’s just about the best clean- 
up campaign that was ever organized—for attics 
and basements, garages and back yards as well as 
alleys. 

This “added attraction,” this hidden blessing, is 
one more argument to set everybody a-rummaging. 
But it’s hardly necessary. The prime reason—that 
old metal is needed for victory—ought to get every 
last bit of scrap out of the city and into the blast 
furnaces. 
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GOV. DONNELL REVERSES HIMSELF. 

Gov. Donnell has thought it over and has decided 
not to participate, after all, in the friendly suit sug- 
gested by Attorney Gemtleral McKittrick to test the 
Legislature’s power to vote deficiency appropriations. 
He does not state his reasons for declining to take 
part in a test case, but it is clear that embarrassing 
and troublesome possibilities would be opened up by 
a suit of this kind.

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MR. JEFFERS’ SENSIBLE POLICY 

The first public speech of Rubber Administrator 
William M. Jeffers, his. .eight-minute radio ad- 
dress last night, gave the public every reason for 
confidence in this new official. Mr. Jeffers gave 
the impression of sincerity, candor atid determina- 


sensible conception of his job: not to crack down 
arbitrarily on the use of motor vehicles in order 
to conserve rubber, but to keep them rolling as long 
as possible in the urgent tasks of transporting sup- 
plies, getting people to work and fulfilling military 
needs. . ; 

“This is a nation on wheels, and it must be kept 
on wheels,” Mr. Jeffers said. To keep the essential 
autos, trucks, busses and farm equipment in active 
service, he lays down the commonsense rules of 
gasoline rationing, apeed restriction and tire inspec- 
tion. He counts on the voluntary support of citi- 
zens to make this program a success, but he warns 
the minority of would-be chiselers to “look out.” 

The rubber chief's statement indicates that there 
is to be no bureaucratic rigidity about his adminis- 
tration; that he is going to consider the “necessities 
of our essential business life,” the varying needs of 
individuals and industries, in applying his regula- 
tions. Rubber conservation is vital, and keeping 
the nation’s wheels turning is also vital. Mr. Jeffers 
indicates he is not going to lose sight of the second 
objective in fulfilling his duty of attaining the first. 
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A SUGGESTION FOR PRESIDENT BREADON. 
One unfortunate thing and the only unfortunate 
thing so far as we are concerned—about the collapse 
of the Yankees in five games is that the U. 8. O. will 
be out of pocket a considerable sum of money.

Purchase of a still-life painting 
by Francisco Zurbaran, seventeenth 
century Spanish painter, was an- 
nounced today by the City Art Mu- 
seum. The painting, which will be 
on display by the end of the week 
in the Gallery of Recent <Acces- 
sions, was bought for $5500 from 
Maxwell Blake of Kansas City, who 
found it in a Spanish collection 
when he was serving as American 
minister to Tangier about 10 years 
ago.

GERMAN IN NEW YORK INDICTED

NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (AP).—A 


United States Grand Jury returned 
an indictment today charging 
treason against Helmut Leiner, 33 
years old, Queens gardener and 
German citizen, one of five New 
Yorkers arrested for‘ allegedly. 
aiding eight Nazi saboteurs who 
came by submarine and landed on 
the United States coast last June. 


Conviction under the indictment 


carries a possible death penalty. 


Lenier, the second of three al- 


leged aids to be charged with 
treason, was born in Germany, 
came to the United States in 1929, 
and has been a member of the 
Nazi party since 1928, United 
States Attorney Mathias F. Correa 
said. The other man under indict- 
ment on a charge of treason is 
Anthony Cramer, of Manhattan. 


The United States Supreme 


Court has held that any person 
resident of or domiciled in the 
United States may be indicted on 
treason charges regardless of 
whether he was a citizen.

Condemns Anti - Trust 
Suit Against Musicians 
—Debate on Report 
Likely Friday. 


TORONTO, Oct. 7 (AP).—The 
American Federation of Labor had 
a recommendation from its exec- 
utive council today, declaring un- 
qualified support of the American 
Federation of Musicians in its dis- 
pute with record manufacturers 


and broadcasting companies. De- 
bate and convention action on the 
recommendation is expected Fri- 
day. 

The council’s action, a supple- 
ment to its annual report sub- 
mitted yesterday, is regarded as 
certain of convention indorsement. 
It said employers had not shown 
any disposition to resolve the con- 
troversy and that President James 
C. Petrillo had been instructed by 
the 1941 convention. of the musi- 
cians’ union to direct members to 
cease making records and elec- 
trical transcriptions. 

The report condemned the suit 
filed by the anti-trust division of 
the United States Department of 
Justice, asserting its objectives 
“would ‘prohibit the use of peace- 
ful measures in labor disputes, 
would deny the exercise of free- 
dom of speech, and would impose 
involuntary servitude upon the 
workers of the country.... 

“The American Federation of 
Labor gives unqualified support to 
the American Federation of Musi- 
cians in its just struggle to pro- 
tect the skill and employment op- 
portunities of its members from 
the destructive inroads made by 
the arbitrary and _ unrestricted 
competition of labor-displacing me- 
chanical devices which the musi- 
cians are continually called upon 
to help to manufacture with the 
result of destroying their own em- 
ployment opportunities which, 
without their help, could not be 
done.”

EMPORIA, Kan., Oct. 7 (AP).— 
Readers of the Emporia Gazette, 
published by William Allen White, 
were startled by the front page of 
Tuesday’s issue.

“censored.” Other stories had 
many lines and words inked out 
of them. So did the picture cap- 
tions. 

In explanation White told the 
readers that while the Gazette was 
“just pretending,” such might be 
the news they could expect “when 
democracy and the free press g0, 
and the censors walk in.” 

“This still is America. We still 
have democracy. We still have the 
free press. But in continental Eu- 
rope they don’t. This is the type 
of front page you would read in 
Europe. You would be kept in ig- 
norance. You would be permitted 
to read only what someone in au- 
thority thought it safe for you to 
read. You wouldn’t like it would 
you?”

A DIET LOW in fat will prove 
beneficial for quite a large number 
of patients. Liquids to the amount 
of two or three quarts a day be- 
sides the regular amounts used at 
the table are recommended as an 
adjunct to treatment. 

There is no reason why local 
treatments such as the patient is 
used to cannot be given along 
with the sarsaparilla tablets. This 
includes irradiation with an ultra- 
violet lamp, tonic and ointment, 
lanolin, olive oil, salicylate and 
sulphur ointments and modified 
coal tars. 

When use of this sarsaparilla 
was first given a trial, however, no 
other treatment was given, in or- 
der to make sure it was the sarsa- 
parilla and nothing else that was 
causing the improvement. The 
treatment has now been under 
trial for over two years. There 
has been marked improvement in 
75 per cent of patients, moderate 
in some, and no improvement in 
others.

Good Teacher 


Gives Children 
Maternal Care

ANY mothers are away from 
home doing war work, and 
the schools have to give a 
more maternal care to the younger 
children. The téacher has to be 
more motherly than ever. Every 
good teacher of little children is 
always motherly,’ but a bit more 
so these days. 

Mothers have less time to get 
the children ready for school, so 
the teacher has to look them over 
more carefully, inspect them for 
signs of illness, or neglect, and 
send them to the nurse and the 
school doctor when necessary. She 
always does this, but she gives 
more time to it now, and more 
care. | 


Breakfasts are likely to be more 
sketchy now that mother has to 
hurry out to work in the morn- 
ing. The school must make some 
provision for the little ones so 
that sketchy breakfasts can be 
supplemented before the children 
undertake their day’s work, It 
seems to me that breakfasts of 
crackers and milk should be served

For 30 years Mrs. Cummings 
farmed her 39 mortgaged acres and 
made a living for herself and her 
five children and a name for her- 
self in a county where farming is 
a high calling and good farmers 
are not without honor among their 
neighbors.
